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Use $1.2M annually for town, school buildings

The Finance Committee has rec- 
ommended that the town manager 
build at least $1.2 million annually 
into the town budget to address capi- 
tal improvement needs in the town’s 
and schools’ buildings. But the 
School Committee is reluctant to 
agree to use all of what it gets in cap- 
ital improvement money for build- 
ings because members believe they 
may need some of it for other school 
needs. 

“Even with that money (at least 60 
percent of the town maintenance 
budget is traditionally allocated for 
the schools’ maintenance budget), it 
will mean a $700,000 cut in the 
schools’ budget if we are level funded 
next year,” said Mark McQuillan

superintendent of schools. 

Dick Hubbell, a member of the 
School Committee, said at the com- 
mittee’s last meeting, Monday, Dec. 
23, that he would like to see the com- 
mittee wait for the superintendent's 
budget projections for next year 


before it commits to spending its por- 
tion of the capital improvement mon- 
ey. 

According to Dr. McQuillan, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
had originally suggested only 
$900,000 be spent townwide on capi- 
tal improvements. 

“For the past five or 10 years, 
money we've invested in capital 
improvements hasn’t increased and 
in real money that means we've 
spent less each year because of infla- 
tion,” said Donald Robb, chairman of 
the FinCom, 

_ “The money we’ve spent on 
employee benefits, health insurance 
and retirement have all gone up,” he 
said.

The disadvantages of 


bankruptey can far 
outweigh the tempo- 
rary relief from your 
debts that the 
bankruptcy law 
allows. 

The most signifi- 
cant negative to fil- 
ing bankruptcy is 
that it stunts one’s 
ability to obtain 


credit for a period of 


up to 10 years. Ten 
years is a long time 
to wait for a mort- 
gage, personal loan 
or credit card. Your 
chances of starting a 
business or obtain- 
ing a line of credit 
are rather dim after 
filing bankruptcy. 

Another disad- 
vantage is that 
employers and land- 
lords look at credit 
history as an indica- 
tion of your credibil- 
ity. Applicants are 
often pre-screened 
when looking for a 
job or an apartment 
to rent. The problem 
with bankruptcy is 
that your ability to 
obtain a good job or 
a nice apartment 
may be impaired for 
a period of up to 10 
years. 

The advantage to 


bankruptcy is that 
you have the ability 
to start over again, 
with either no debt 
or with a budget that 
you should be able to 
afford. There are two 
types of filings under 
the Federal 
Bankruptcy Act: 
Chapter 7 and Chap- 
ter 13. 

Under Chapter 7 
you receive a “clean 
start” by legally hav- 
ing your debts for- 
given. Chapter 18 is 
more of a reorganiza- 
tion, whereby you 


pay a percentage of 


the debts you owe 
over a specified peri- 
od of time. Under 
both chapters, your 
creditors are 
required to stop pur- 
suing further action 
against you. 

It is important to 
note however, that 
all of your debts are 
not forgiven. Pay- 
ments for most feder- 
al, state and local

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According to Mr. Robb, this is the last fis- 
cal year the town will have to make a $1.6 
million payment on loans for capital 
improvements made 10 years ago to the 
Doherty Middle School and West Elemen- 
tary library.

United Way reaches 81 percent of goal 


The United Way of Merrimack 
Valley has reached 81 percent of its 
$5.6 million fund-raising goal. 

To date, the United Way has 
received $4,558,646 in pledges, leav- 
ing just a little more than $1 million 
needed to hit goal. 

The five area campaigns have 
been underway since late September, 
with Haverhill the first to reach 100 
percent of its $157,711 goal. Led by 
area chairman Thomas Faulkner, 
president of Haverhill Co-Operative 
Bank, the Haverhill campaign team 
has actually brought in $159,984. 

The remaining community totals 


include southern New Hampshire at 
95 percent of its $109,361 goal; Ames- 
bury/Newburyport area at 91 per- 
cent of its $140,475 goal; Lawrence 
area at 71 percent of its $984,351; and 
Lowell at 70 percent of its $976,952 
goal. : 

The campaign chairman’s divi- 
sion, comprised of some of the larger 
accounts in the Valley, is at 85 per- 
cent of its $3,253,358 goal. 

United Way officials remain opti- 
mistic that the campaign will hit $5.6 
million. With the 62-member agen- 
cies requesting a 25 percent increase 


in allocations over last year, achiev- 


ing that goal is critical, said United 
Way of Merrimack Valley President 
Kenneth A. Gallant. 

“The fact that our fund distribu- 
tion panels have already started 
meeting really brings home the mes- 
sage that we need to end this cam- 
paign soon and on a high note,” Mr. 
Gallant said. “In this type of econo- 
my the need for agency services has 
increased, while ironically, funds 
available to these agencies has 
decreased.”

Mary Hamilton was the public health 
nurse in 1990 along with Pat Wilson. Both 
now work part time on an as-needed basis.

Almost anywhere a person went in 
town in the middle of the month he or 
she heard people talking about the 
Clarence Thomas Supreme Court jus 
tice hearings. Hair stylists at one local 


salon had a TV set on a counter; one of 


the waitresses at Friendly’s restaurant 
was discussing it with a customer; and 
it was the topic at many family dinner 
tables. 

Christeen Estabrook, owner of Sil- 
verado athletic club in Park Street Vil- 
lage, had to delay the official opening 
of her club while the town filed her 
application for operation. She had 
plans approved one month earlier, but 
had to wait the 20-day period before all 
paper work was legal. 

The Townsman received several let- 
ters in response to Health Director 
Penney’s stand on homosexual behav- 
ior being a “objectively disordered per- 
sonality condition.” Mr. Penney said 
he had received about 10 calls himself, 
running 5 to 1 in support of his right to 
make the comments he made at the 
selectinen’s meeting.

1991: 
Budget cuts 


and planning 


School Committee members and 
residents spent quite some time dur- 
ing 1991 dealing with budget prob- 
lems. The committee decided to seek 
tuition students for Andover High 
School, an idea that later was 
dropped. It also decided to charge 
busing fees. Obviously in the new 
year, 1992, the community will face 
similar budget problems and the 
schools, being the largest slice of the 
budget pie, will be one of the most 
controversial topics. 


There was good news in 1991, too. 
Dee and Kingman Webster, of 7 


Tamys Lane, “adopted” a group of 


sixth-graders from Lawrence and 
pledged to become financially and 
emotionally involved in their school 
lives. The story caught the imagina- 
tion of many people who decided to 
reach out, too, and help show the 
children that there are people who 
care about them. 


Reflecting the down economy, the 
town had $750,000 in unpaid taxes, 
Red Harris closed his Main Street 
sporting goods store and Lee and 
Renee Russem closed their two 
women’s clothing stores, also on 
Main Street. 

But there was good business news 
too. Several new businesses opened 
here, even though some claimed 
they had difficulty working with 
town officials obtaining the proper 
permits. Town officials, in turn, 
pledged to try to make the permit- 
ting process for new businesses 
more clear and accessible. 


Most likely, Andover will look 
back on 1991 and say it was a diffi- 
cult year when many lost their jobs, 
budgets were cut and people post- 
poned major purchases. Many will 
say that postponing some work on 
the town’s infrastructure, such as 
the mold situation at West Elemen- 
tary School, has produced some 
long-term financial problems.

Jenkins angry about 
lack of communication 


By Lisa Boudreau 

School Committee member 
Susan Jenkins is angry that 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
never notified the school adrnin- 
istration he hired a private engi- 
neering firm to follow through 
on recommendations to adjust 
West Elementary School’s air 
handling system. 

The school’s wet basement 
accelerated a mold problem that 
caused officials to close the 
school last month. One of the 
solutions recommended by 
David Gordon, an industrial 
hygienist hired by the school 
administration, was to circulate 
more fresh air into the school to 
dry up the moisture. A second 
recommendation Mr. Gordon 
made was to balance the air 
vents and the building’s heating 
capacity once the mold problem 
was under control. 

“The town manager and 
municipal maintenance hired a 
company but they didn’t tell any- 
body on this side. This is just a 


perfect example of the lack of 


communication between the 
town and school sides,” Ms. 
Jenkins told the committee at its 
meeting Monday, Dec. 23. 

“(The town manager and 
municipal maintenance people) 
should be telling the superinten- 
dent what’s going on with that 
building,” she said. 

Superintendent Mark McQuil- 
lan defended the other depart- 
ments’ actions and said that Mr. 
Stapezynski was “just being 
proactive” in following the rec- 
ommendations made by the 
industrial hygienists last month. 

School Committee Chairman 
Christopher Outwin said he was

not upset that the town manager 
had gone ahead and hired an 
engineer to balance the air han- 
dling system. However, he said 
he was bothered that the school 
administration wasn't notified. 

“Some type of communication 
protocol has to be established,” 
said Dr. Outwin. 

To that end the School Com- 
mittee has added a new discus- 
sion item to its biweekly meet- 
ings. At each meeting the super- 
intendent will present an updat: 
ed list of work being done in the 
school buildings. 

Mr. Stapezynski, who heads 
municipal maintenance, told the 
Townsman last week that he 
didn’t understand why Ms. Jenk- 
ins was upset because officials 
were following the recommenda- 
tions made by the industrial 
hygienist hired by the commit 
tee. 

“Mr. Gordon said the air han 
dling system had to be balanced 
(between the cold, fresh air com- 
ing in and the ability of the boil- 
er to heat the overall school envi- 
ronment) but he wasn’t able to 
tell us how to do it,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. “It’s like a doc- 
tor saying you need an operation 
and then going to a surgeon to do 
the operation.” 


Mr. Stapezynski stressed that 
the $2,000 planned to be paid to 
the engineer to balance the sys- 
tem will come from the munici- 
pal maintenance budget and not 
the schools’ budget. 

“We will be adding more for- 
mal meetings between mainte- 
nance the school side and build- 
ing principals,” said Mr. 
Stapezynski. 


Keeping the school mold free

al hygienist to keep 
West Elementary 
School as mold free 
as possible. 

* A generator 
should be purchased 
to keep the fans, 
which are essential 
to the ventilation 
system, running in 
case of a power out- 
age.

But the chief said he was as sur- 
prised as anybody by the lieutenant’s 
quick decision to leave. 

“IT was home and he came by the 
house to tell me,” the chief said. “He 
said, ‘I put my papers in,’” Chief John- 
son said. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
would not elaborate on the reason, or 
reasons, for Lt. Mooers’ retirement. 

“I know some of the circumstances, 
but for the record, | would not want to 
say,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

The manager commended the lieu- 
tenant for his years of service here. 

“He was a fine officer. For the 22 or 
23 years, he’s done a great job and I’m 
sorry to see him go,” Mr. Stapezynski 
said. “I wish him well in his future 
endeavors.” 

James Barenboim, a member of the 
Board of Selectmen who keeps close 
ties to the department, said he did not 
know why the lieutenant decided to 
leave so suddenly. 

“It’s the best-kept secret in town,” 
Mr. Barenboim said last week. 

Lt. Mooers went to town offices to 
check on his retirement benefits before 
he gave word of his retirement on Dec. 
17. He is eligible for a pension, 

although the amount of his benefits 
was not released by town officials. 

Lt. Mooers’ position will not be filled 
because of budget cuts, according to 
Chief Johnson. Instead, his responsi- 
bilities will be absorbed by the six oth- 
er lieutenants.
